Added by the 


Post Office 


With the peak of the Christ­ 
mas mailing season now over, 
D e c a t u r 
Postm aster 
Boh 
Smith todaji called attention to 
a new combination mail service 
which he said many patrons of 
the Decatur Post Office should 
be interested in. The new service, 
he explained, allows the presence 
of the first chian letter or other 
written message inside a pack­ 
age. All th at’s necessary is to 
note on the outride of the pack­ 
age that a letter is enclosed and 
put an additional stamp on the 
package. 


Under the new service letters 
or other single pieces of First 
or 
Third 
Class 
mail 
may be 
placed inside Fourth Class par­ 
cels or inside copies of publica­ 
tions mailed under Second Class 
mail entry. Letters or other single 
pieces of First Class mail may 
also be placed inside Third Class 
packages. 


This means the fam iliar phrase, 
“we are sending under separate 
cover,” is no longer necessary, 
the Postm aster said. In the past 
it has been possible to send a let­ 
ter along with a package only 
by pasting the letter on the out­ 
side of the package, and affix­ 
ing the necessary postage. 
This new combination .service, 
which went into effect November 
28, meets a genuine need, the 
Postmaster said. “It is one more 
improvement to add to the list 
of more than seventy procedural 
changes that the present postal 
management has adopted for the 
convenience of the public and for 
the improvement of the postal 
service.” 


Postm aster Smith said the new 
combination mail service is on a 
60 day trial basis. During this 
period comments of the public 
will be welcomed. 
Mr. Smith quoted Postmaster 
General A rthur E. Summerfield 
as saying he felt certain most 
mailers will welcome this more 
convenient system 
for mailing 
different classes of mail together. 
"We are here to serve the 
public,” the Posmaster General 
said, 
“and 
we 
are 
especially 
pleased that we can introduce 
combination mailings before the 
Christmas season when so many 
Americans depend upon the De­ 
partm ent for delivery of their 
gifts and personal messages.” 
Among 
the 
postal 
patrons 
needing to send two classes of 
mail together, the Postmaster al­ 
so cited business firms sending 
substitute products and wanting • 
to explain why that was done; 
magazine publishers sending gift 
certificates 
naming the 
donor 
with first copies of their pub­ 
lications to new subscribers, man­ 
ufacturers 
sending 
operational 
maintenance and repair instruc­ 
tion with household appliances; 
and companies including sales let­ 
ters with samples of merchan­ 
dise.

Old Stuff 
Another way to be a hypocrite 
is to be so much interested in the 
past that you do not apply re­ 
ligion to the present. In Jesus’ 
vivid 
language, 
the hypocrites 
built the prophets’ tombs, but 
they were children of those who 
had murdered the prophets, and 
they were the people who would 
murder Jesus himself. They hon­ 
ored the prophets of the past; but 
prophets of the living present they 
could not see and did not honor. 
It is an ancient and still strong 
temptation. 
There 
are persons 
in America who are very proud 
of 
ancestors who 
crossed the 
ocean to worship God freely; but 
who themselves will not cross a 
wet street to go to church. There 
are persons proud of their revo­ 
lutionary ancestors, who attack 
with every weapon of slander any 
one who has any proposals for 
change today. Revolution in the 
18th century—fine!

Revolution in the twentieth cen­ 
tury—horrible! There are people 
who wish to preserve every line 
of some historic creed and shout 
down every one who has the least 
suggestion of change; they for­ 
get that the creed-makers they 
honor were themselves radicals, 
innovators, dangerous men in the 
eyes of their time. A church that 
becomes a preserver of antiqui­ 
ties,

Purchase during the next five 
years are expected to amount to 
about $5.3 billion and for the fol- 
'owirn? IO years to around $11.3 
ulli<^. The study is based on 
previous estimates that the power 
requirements of REA financed 
systems will nearly double by 
1965 and triple by 1975. It also 
assumes there will be no drastic 
hanges in income, prices and 
technology and that the number 
vf farms based on Census defi­ 
nitions will decline by 15 percent 
luring the next 20 years. 
Expenditures for 27 items are 
estimated in the study. Lights 
and house wiring will be the best 
sellers. Refrigerators are second; 
television receivers third; wash­ 
ing machines fourth and in order 
are plumbing and related facili­ 
ties, home freezers and electric 
ranges. 
In the farm equipment group, 
milk coolers and water pumps 
ire expected to be the top sellers. 
Milking machines, drill presses,

Texas 
farmers,

spend about $179 million for 
electrical appliances and equip­ 
ment and for the 1961-65 period 
about $204 millions. California 
is expected to be the top market 
for appliances and equipment and 
sales for the next five years are 
estimated at $297 millions. 
This expansion is more evi­ 
dence of how farmers are using 
lectricity to cut production costs 
and make their efforts more ef­ 
ficient and life more enjoyable.

Sales Last Year 
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COLLEGE STATION, Dec. — 
Fertiliser sales iii Texas during; 
1954-55, topped last year’s mark. 
A total of 588,061 tons was sold. 
an increase of five per cent. 
Mixed fertilizers accounted for 
306.410 tons, or 52 per cent of 
the total. Nitrogenous materials, 
superphosphates, 
and 
ammoni­ 
ated phosphates accounted for 
281,651 tons, 48 per cent of the 
total. 
Geographic regions of Texas 
differed widely in the amount of 
primary components used. Nitro­ 
gen consumption increased mark­ 
edly in all regions, particularly in 
West Texas, which is now using 
about the same quantity of ni­ 
trogen as the East Texas and 
Gulf Coast regions. East Texas 
and the Gulf Coast used by far 
the largest tonnage of available 
phosphoric acid, but consumption 
in all regions has decreased from 
the levels attained in previous 
years. As usual, about half of 
the potash used in the state was 
used in East Texas. 
The monthly distribution of 
sales of primary components em­ 
phasizes the fact that too large 
a proportion of the year's total 
sales are made during just a few 
months. Nearly two-thirds of the 
total nitrogen and potash and 
half of the available phosphoric 
acid used during the year are sold 
during the four month period 
from February through May. 
Improvement in time distribu­ 
tion of sales would make possible* 
the 
manufacture 
of 
a 
much 
larger tonnage of fertilizer with­ 
out additional 
expenditure for 
equipment or labor. This in turn 
would result in a lower cost per 
ton to the farmer.

In Agriculture 


Increased Aerial 
Spraying Is Cause 


Though the Air Force, the Navy 
and the nation’s airlines are still 
experiencing difficulty in recruit­ 
ing enough good pilots, the real 
pilot shortage is developing in one 
of America's most important in­ 
dustries—-agriculture. 
Today one of every 12 acres 
under cultivation in . the United 
States is treated in some way 
from the air. In 1953, more than 
80 million gallons of liquid sprays 
and 644 mi*lion pounds of dust 
type chemicals were dispensed on 
the nation’s crops from the air­ 
craft. 
Aerial pest and weed control 
and fertilizing now add $3 billion 
dollars to farm and ranch income 
each year. In Oregon, planes are 
used to spray hormones on fruit 
trees to keep the apples from 
falling until they are picked. In

Tax Forms For 
Year Being Sent 
Out this Week 


The 1955 income tax forms and 
instructions to individual 
tax­ 
payers will be mailed between 
December 27 and January IO 
from 
Kansas 
City, Mr. H, P 
Moore of the Internal Revenue 
Service Office in Fort Worth, an 
nounced today. “Taxpayers should 
postpone their inquiries regard 
ing these forms until after Jan 
uary IO,” he said. 
“Taxpayers r e c e i v i n g tax 
blanks and instructions by mail 
should not misplace or discard 
them, but should save them for 
use in filing their tax 
returns 
since the supply of instruction 
pamphlets is limited,” he added 
A study of the new tax forms 
shows few changes which make 
the return easier to complete. A 
new tax table for married tax 
payers filing jointly eliminates 
the complicated computation on 
the return for figuring tax on 
split incomes. 
Farmers who file and pay es­ 
timated taxec by the January 
15, 1956 deadline may also obtain 
the forms they require at district 
and local offices. Most post of­ 
fices have a supply of tax forms 
for local residents.

This week we shall continue our study of the design of bap­ 
tism. You will notice In these studies that we appeal only to 
God’s Word for an answji *o this question. We are not inter­ 
ested in what some m*.n, creed, discipline, etc. has said, but 
only in a “ thus saith the Lord.” In this study we want to dis­ 
cuss one of the clearest passages in the Bible on the design of 
baptism. Acts 2:38 reads as follows: 
“ Then Peter said unto 
them, Repent, and be baptized every one of you in the name 
of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, and ye shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Ghost.” That simple command would need 
no comment at all, if it were not for the perverted doctrines of 
men and the sophistry with which it has been treated. 
Peter 
simply told those sinners to "repent and be 
baptized’—FOR 
THE REMISSION OF SINS” ! Here we have* design! Remission 
of sins! Consider the context. Peter had just preached Christ un­ 
to them, He had convicted or convinced them of their guilt, hav­ 
ing crucified the one that God had made both Lord and Christ. 
Realizing their condition because of their FAITH in what Pe­ 
ter had proclaimed, they cried out, saying “ Men and brethren, 
what shall we do?” Then they were told to repent and be bap­ 
tized “ for the' remission of sins.” That sounds a little differ­ 
ent from what moat preachers say today, doesn’t it? I? 
But someone objects by saying that Peter meant that they 
should be baptized "because of” , aud not “ for” remission 
of 
sins. By that they mean that they were told to be baptized be­ 
cause they were already saved. This is what I meant by sophis­ 
try. Those that make that “ argument” in an effort to “ explain 
away” the scriptural design of baptism will not accept instr 
own conclusions. It proves too much for them! And that which 
proves too much proves nothing! Then they have Peter telli?»i 
people to repent because they are already saved, and they don’t 
believe that themselves. The commands "Repent” and “ Be baip- 
tized” are by the co-ordinate conjunction “ and” . It is a copula­ 
tive conjnnction—a coupling pin. The phrase “ for the remis­ 
sion of sins” defines the purpose of both repentance and bap­ 
tism, The Greek word “ els” does not mean “ because of" of ra­ 
ther “ for,” “ unto” , or “ In order to.” It always looks forward 
and never backward. The Greek preposition “ dia“ means be­ 
cause of,” but that's not the word used in Acts 2:38. Baptism 
is FOR the remission of sins. 
God’s Word so teaches. 
Read 
Acts 2:38 With an open mind and obey the will of God. Your 
soul is at stake!

Those needing further help 
were assembled in groups with a 
tax specialist answering indivi­ 
dual questions as each taxpayer 
filled out his return. 
“This 
streamlining increased 
revenue in the five-state South­ 
western region $28,000,000 in the 
first four months of 1955, com­ 
pared with the same period in 
1954. The additional revenue re­ 
sulted largely from the notable 
decline in man-hours spent on the

program. 
Where in 1954 we spent more 
than 175,000 hours in the region, 
in 1955 less than 100,000 hours 
were devoted to this activity, and j 
we hope to make further reduc­ 
tions in 1956,” the official said.

Corn Borer Destroyed 
7 Per Cent 1954 Crop 
Almost 192 million bushels of 
grain com worth more than $281 
million—about 7 per cent of the 
national crop—were destroyed by 
the European corn borer in 1954, 
says the U.S. Department of Agr!* 
culture. This is more than double 
1953’s estimated 3 per cent loss 
of 90 million bushels worth more 
than 
$125 
million. 
Last 
year's 
losses have been topped only once. 
in 1949, when corn destroyed by 
the borer was estimated at almost 
314 million bushels worth nearly 
$350 million. 
These 
estimates 
were 
made 
from 958 counties in the 25 eastern 
and midwestern states which pro­ 
duce 90 per cent of the com 
grown for grain. They include 60 
per cent of all counties known to 
be infested by the corn borer in 
this country. They are based on 
actual 1954 fail surveys of com 
borer populations made by State 
entomological survey teams, and 
on losses computed for an addi­ 
tional 350 infested but unsurveyed 
bounties in these states. 
Iowa, 
Illinois, 
Nebraska, 
and 
South Dakota suffered heaviest 
losses to the insect. 
Iowa lost 
almost 94 million bushels of her 
1954 crop, Illinois more than 38 
million bushels, Nebraska 22 mil­ 
lion bushels and South Dakota 
more than 17 million bushels.
